. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS CONCERNING | 
: j oto, TIDES. Sa, 830 
Before describing the Hangchow Bore, : or 
as, it should more properly be called the 
«Haining Bore as we saw it, a few preliminary, 
remarks. about tides in general and especially 
about tidal currents-in rivers may not be amis: 
We all know that there is a considerable 
variation in the range of the tide at different 
places. - But | doubt jf many of us realize how 
grent that variation is and how small the range 
1s in’ some places where at first sight it should 
be considerable. 'Qut in: mid-ocean, for in- 
stince, an island like St. Helena is washed by 
a:tide only about three feet in range; an eni- 
closed sea like the Caspian of the Binck: is 
subject tu noappreciable tides whatever, and 
even the Mediterranean, notwithstanding its 
contcclion wih the greqt AUantic is subject in 
general ‘to only very inconsidérable tides, the 
range of water-level varying from eight inches 
at Brindisi to two feet four inches-at Trieste. 


The Meditersanean: tides are however more: 


strongly developed.in the Hay. of Gibraltar 
(where the range is from five feet to six feet five 
inches’, the upper Adriatic, and the Gulf of 
| Gabes. ae : . a ‘ 
lt is also a fact, quite to be expected when 
one thinks of it und yet not often considered, 
that changes in the pressure of the atmospltere 
are accompanied by corresponding changes in’ 
the water-level. With a rise of the barometer, 
the level of the water sometimes falls a fourth 
lower than the normal ebb. Observations at 
Nite, Monaco, Cannes, and other places show 
that from atmospheric disturbances nlone the 
level of sea muy be a‘tered as much as one 
foot eight inches. Se 
. In the deep wide teaches of the ocean, while 
the tide-elevation probably produces no per- 
ceptible geological changes, it passes at .o 
tremendous speed. In the Atlantic its rate 
cis five hundred: geographical miles an hour. 
Kut as this is merely the ‘passing’ of an 
oscillation whereby (the particles of, water 
mic gently moved: through a: cycle of posi- 
tions, jthere can . hardly be any ..appre- 
ciable effect upon' the distant ocean-bottom, 
-on an“ average of two thousand to. three 
thousand fathoms below. When, howeyer, the 
tidal‘ wave enters a shallow sea, it encounters 
more and niore the fiction of the bottom, and 
while its rate of motion is decreased, its Height 
and force are increased. Again when the'tidal 
swelling is increased in height by. the conver. 
gence of the shotes between which it'moves, it 
gain. force and rapidity al the same time, and 
no longer a mere oscillation or pulsation of the 
great ocean, the tide acquires a true movement 
of translation, dnd -sushes past headlands and 
through narrow channels with tremendous 
speed, a phenomenon well known to those who 
are at all familiar with the west coasts of Scot- 
land and Scandinavia; - ae 
. The discrepancies between the tides at dif- 
ferent places arc due.then chiefly to the focul 
formations of the coasts and-sea-beds.- Indeed, 
Jt seems that if the whole earth were covered 
with a-uniform and deep. ocean of water, the 
tidés would be excessi fy feeble, On no other 
assumption can we reasonably account {or the 
fact that our barometric records give no very 
inet évidence. of tidea in the atmosphere,’ 
h may, justly be regarded asa deep an 
st’otean bf air embiacing ths whole earth to
